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Eveiy Tree a Wireless 


Potential Telegraphy in Nature's Growth Is Revealed by Army Officer 


Discovery that every tree is a potential wireless tower was announced 


recently by Major General Squier, chief signal officer of the army, reveal- 
ing another war secret and telling the story of how, while hostilities 
were on, the American army, with a string of stations using tree tops 
as antennae, read messages from ships at sea and the principal European 
•radio stations. 


General Squier made his disclosure in a paper read before the Phys- 


ical Society of America, meeting in Washington, D. C., at the United 
States bureau of standards. 


Afterward he took the scientists out into the woods near the bureau 


and demonstrated a portable field laboratory erected there for experi- 
ments in development of the discovery. 


He showed how nature's wireless tower was no thing more than a 


tall tree, preferably eucalyptus, with a small wire netting spread below 
and an insulated wire hanging from a spike driven near the top. 


"From the moment an acorn is planted in fertile soil," said General 


Squier, "it becomes a 'detector' and a 'receiver' of electro-magnetic waves, 
and the marvelous properties of this receiver, through agencies at present 
entirely unknown to us, are such as to vitalize the acorn and to produce 
in time the giant oak. In the power of multiplying plant cells it may 
indeed be called an incomparable 'amplifier.'"

Ignorance of English 's 


Cause of Many Accidents 


in the Mining Districts 


That the inability to read and un- 


derstand English place.* the foreign- 
born la danger of his life is the strik- 
ing fact brought out in a recent state- 
ment of mine fatalities by the bureau 
of mines, department of interior. The 
facts offer a strong argument for 
Americanization. 


The rate of accidents among the 


non-English speaking miners is not 
only greater in all the great mining 
districts of the country but the In- 
creased ratio is uniform in all dis- 
tricts. The bureau of mines consid- 
ers that this demonstrates clearly that 
the inability to read warning signs, to 
comprehend fully the company's In- 
structions and to understand their 
foreman, places an unnecessary ha& 
ard upon the foreign-born. 


The figures given show the differ- 


ence in the rate of serious accidents It 
the mines among the American-speak- 
ing and those from the countries ol 
continental 
Europe, 
almost entirely 


non-English speaking. 


In Pennsylvania anthracite mines 


43 per cent of the employees are Eng- 
lish-speafcing 
and this 
number is 


charged with only 28.8 per cent of the 
fatalities, whereas the other 56 pel 
cent sustained 71 per cent of the fa- 
talities. 
This is a comparative ratio 


of 669 to 1,288 against the non-English 
speaking. 


In Pennsylvania bituminous mines 


the ratio is 771 to 1,123 and in West 
Virginia district, 790 to 1,424. 
In In- 


diana the ratio is not so great. 


Director Manning of the bureau of 


mines concludes his report with this 
impressive statement: 


"Had the fatality and injury rate 


for the English-speaking American 
been maintained throughout the three 
groups, there would have been a sav- 
ing of 716 fatalities and 900 very se- 
rious injuries, a strong argument for 
Americanization and education of the 
miner."

Discovery that every tree is a pofe'ntial wirelpss tower was announced 
recently by Major General Sqtiier, chief signal officer of the army, reveal­

Cause of Many Accidents 
in the Mining Districts 


That the inability to read and un­ 
derstand English places the forefgn- 
born in danger of his life Is the strik­ 
ing fact brought out In a recent state­ 
ment of mine fatalities by the bureau 
of mines, department of interior. The 
facts offer a strong argument for 
Americanization. 


The rate of accidents among the 
non-English speaking miners is not 
only greater in all the great mining 
districts of the country but the in* 
creased ratio Is uniform in all dis­ 
tricts. 
The bureau of mines consid­ 
ers that this demonstrates clearly that 
the inability to read warning signs, to 
comprehend fully the company’s in­ 
structions and to understand their 
foreman, places an uuoecessary haz* 
ard upon the foreign-born. 


Tho figures given show the differ* 
ence in the rate of serious accidents ir 
the mines among tho American-speak­ 
ing and those from the countries oi 
continental Europe, 
almost entirely 
non-English speaking. 


In Pennsylvania anthracite mines 
43 per cent of tho employees are Eng- 
llsh-speaking 
and 
this 
number is 
charged with only 28.8 per cent of the 
fatalities, whereas the other 50 pel 
cent sustained 71 per cent of the fa­ 
talities. 
This is a comparative ratio 
of 609 to 1,288 against the non-Englisb 
speaking. 


In Pennsylvania bituminous mines 
the ratio is 771 to 1,123 and in West 
Virginia district, 790 to 1,424. 
In In­ 
diana the ratio is not so great. 


Director Manning of the bureau of 
mines concludes his report with this 
impressive statement: 


“Had the fatality and injury rate 
for the English-speaking American 
been maintained throughout the three 
groups, there would have been a sav­ 
ing of 710 fatalities and 900 very se­ 
rious injuries, a strong argument for 
Americanization and education of the 
miner.”

to be turned to account in the recruit- 
ing of a peace-time army. 


By direction of the war department 


there is being established here the 
first "recruit educational center," for 
•which 00 barracks and other build- 
ings have been set aside, and it will 
be conducted on the lines followed by 
Maj. Ralph Hall Ferris when he made 
such a success of development bat- 
talion No. G, which went out of being

Major Ferris is retiring as camp 
morale officer to become commander 
of the center, which is the outgrowth 
Of his own plan. 


Brigadier General Nicholson, camp 


commander, received within a few 
days the order to establish the center,

In addition prac- 
tically all of the recruits proved their 
spirit of Americanism by becoming 
citizens. 


The recruits upon being accepted 


for the new center will be classified 
according to their knowledge of Eng- 
lish and assigned to battalions accord- 
ingly. A school of instruction of the 
illiterate arid non-English-speaking re- 
cruits 
is 
being 
established. 
The 


course of instruction will be normally 
four months, or six months in excep- 
tional cases. The JIM-H will be classed 
in groups of 15 to 20 and will be grad- 
ed according to the progress shown.

Great roads crossed the city in di- 


verse directions, leading to Reims, 
Toul, Treves, and Strasbourg. In the 
year 4m Attila and his hordes did not 
spare Mettis, as the city was then 
called, and their example was followed 
by the Vandals. During the Merovin- 
gian dynasty it became the capital of 
the kings of Austrasia; Charlemagne 
granted to the bishops of Metz—for 
the city over since the third century 
had been the seat of a bishopric—«ucli 
extensive privileges that they soon be- 
came the real ifmls of the town, al- 
though they humbly professed to be 
the vassals of the emperors. At that 
period Metz was self-governing, being 
ruled by an alderman and a council 
of thirteen, as well as by a great coun- 
cil of elders. 


Regained Its Independence. 


In the tenth century the German em- 


perors appropriated Metz, which was 
ruled by Henry the Fowler in 945, but 
the independent old city soon took ad- 
vantage of the internal dissensions 
raging in the Holy empire to recover 
the prerogatives it enjoyed as a free 
city. 
Henry II of France and his 


troops occupied Metz in 3552 and de- 
fended it victoriously against Charles 
V, who could not resign himself to the 
loss of so important a 
stronghold. 


Metz was consequently invested by an 
urmy of 75,000 men, and 114 cannon 
fired 14,000 shots on the city, which 
was a record in bombardments at that 
.period. After two months of extraor- 
dinary and untiring efforts, having lost 
a third of his troops, the emperor- 
rather, the duke of Alba who directed 
the siege—was obliged to retire, much 
to the satisfaction of the French, who, 
numbering only 0,000 men, were com- 
manded by the Duke Francois de 
Guise. Charles V then ceded Toul and 
Verdun to France. 


The Messins had never sought to 


dissimulate the love they felt for 
France; later, the inhabitants of the 
valiant city declared that they would 
never 
take up arms against 
the 


French king, Charles VIII. In 1557 
the ambitious cardinal 
o'f Lorraine 


was obliged to take inferior rank, 
owing to the forced cession which 
granted the king of Franco pretended 
rights to the sovereignty of Metz. And 
although the latter modestly assumed 
the title of protectorate was, in fact, 
master of the city. 
It was only in 


1S58 that Henry VII officially took the 
tile of sovereign lord of Metz. In 1G43 
Louis XIII endowed Metz with a par- 
liament, and in 1648 the treaty of 
Westphalia 
definitely 
incorporated 


Metz, Toul, and Verdun with France— 
the new province thus constituted be- 
ing known as the Three Bishoprics. 
After that period the capital of Lor- 
raine remained impregnable; vainly 
did Brunswick in 1792 and Blucher in 
1814 strive to render themselves mas- 
ter of the citadel. 
Had it not been 


for Marshal Baznine's infamous capit- 
ulation which, signed on October 23, 
1S70, delivered to the Germans 173,- 
000 men, 0,000 officers 
and three 


accomplished Its complete deliverance. 


Has Twenty-Seven Palaces. 


Metz is a fine city, possessing no 


less than 27 "palaces," a few of which 
are really worth considering. All the 
houses of the Place St. Croix, for in- 
stance, most of which date from the 
fourteenth and fifteenth centuries, are 
built on the remains of Roman aque- 
ducts and vaults. The Place St. Louis 
still boasts of many houses which are 
classed as historical monuments, with 
crenelated roofs, and which, 'in the 
fifteenth and sixteenth centuries were 
the residf nces of money-changers. The 
Place de la Comedie, which is encir- 
cled by the Moselle, is decorated at 
one of its extremities by a fine quin- 
cunx, while the Place Royale is the 
largest of which Metz can boast. 


The cathedral, originally known as 


the Church of St. Et.ienne, is a Gothic 
building which was begun in the first 
years of the third century by Thierry 
III, bishop of Metz, and finished In 
1546. The beautiful stained-glass win- 
dows date from the fourteenth and 
sixteenth centuries; those of the choir 
are the work of an Alsatian artist 
named Valentine Bousch. 
Relics of 


Roman domination are found even in 
the cathedral; the baptismal font is an 
antique, red porphyry bath, while the 
pulpit of St. Clement was carved in 
the summit of a Roman column. 


The cathedral of Metz is one of the 


largest Gothic basilicas in existence; 
the nave was first built in 1332, under 
the direction of Adhemar of Monteil, 
a Frenchman. The choir dates from 
1503, but the nave was only closed in 
1764 by a facade which, it must be 
admitted, though due to the celebrated 
Blondel, spoils the aspect of the edi- 
fice by its classic outlines. 


Some Interesting Churches. 


Metz 
possesses 
several 
curious 


churches, among which the Church ol 
St. Sigolene, dating from the end of 
the twelfth century, possesses some 
.particularly fine stained glass, and a 
chapel executed after the design of the 
gainte Chapnelle of Paris, The church 
of the old abbey of St. Vincent, 1248, 
is remarkable for its fine nave sup- 
ported by 12 pillars, the chapters oi 
which are decorated by small columns. 
The Church of St. Clement, all that re- 
mains of a Benedictine monastery, was 
constructed in the seventeenth cen- 
tury ; while the oratory of the monas- 
tery of the Templars, belonging to the 
twelfth century and situated in the 
citadel, also offers real archeological 
interest. 


Melz contains many picturesque re- 


mains of the past, such as the old for- 
tified house dating from the twelfth 
century, with its quadrangular dun- 
geon, situated in the Rue des Trim- 
taires. In the Rue Nexirue £here is a 
charming residence, and in the Rue 
Jurue a curious old door, which, it is 
said, was the entrance to an oratory 
of the Templars. Rue de la Tete d'Oi 
commemorates the famous hostelry of

We have lost the item, so we don't 
know where this tree was, or is, but 
it couldn't have been anywhere near 
Harmony, Me., says the Lewiston Jour- 
nal.

of a relative of ours. 


Our relative had been a soldier In

Metz is surrounded by no 
less than 12 fortresses built since 1S67, 
and chiefly since 1871. The city is, 
moreover, protected by a bastioned 
rampart, built in 1674 on the plans of 
Vauban and of Carmontaigne, but in 
which two gates, dating from the fif- 
teenth and sixteenth centuries, have 
been carefully preserved. Seven other 
gates give access to the stanch old 
city, the most curious being the gate of 
the Germans, b*;ilt In 1445, and 
through which the indomitable troops 
of General Mangin recently made their 
entrance,

Major Ferris' Development Battalion

Camp Upton, L. I.—The knowledge 
gained during the war in connection 
with the training and instruction of 
illiterate and non-English speakers is 
to be turned to account in the recruit­ 
ing of a peace-time army. 


By direction of the war department 
there is being established here the 
first “recruit educational center,” for 
which 50 barracks and other build­ 
ings have been set aside, and it will 
be conducted on the lines followed by 
Mnj. Ralph Hall Ferris when he made 
such a success of development bat­ 
talion No. G, which went out of being 
when 
the 
armistice 
was 
signed. 
Major Ferris is retiring as camp 
morale officer to become commander 
of the center, which is the outgrowth 
of his own plan. 


Brigadier General Nicholson, camp 
commander, received within a few 
days the order to establish the center, 
and recruiting has begun throughout 
the eastern and northeastern depart­ 
ments of the army. 


Will Be Taught English. 


An illiterate or non-English-speak- 
ing recruit who enlists under the new 
plan will be taught to speak English, 
will receive thorough American train­ 
ing from officers born here, and will 
in 
addition 
gel 
citizenship 
papers 
when his enlistment term of three 
years has expired. 


Under the draft act Î24.9 per cent of 
the men enlisted, or practically one- 
quarter of them, were unable* to read 
a newspaper or write a letter home. 
There were 1,500 such men sent here 
and they were put in Major Ferris* 
development battalion. 
His method 


of training and educating them 
at­ 
tracted attention in Washington. 
In 
the notification sent to General Nich­ 
olson by Mnj. Gen. Henry Jervey, as­ 
sistant chief of staff, he said :

teaching of English that have been 
obtained In development battalion No.

On August 21, 1018, the Sixth devel­ 
opment unit was organized and all 
rookies who were illiterate or did not 
speak English, except a few who had 
physical defects, were transferred to 
it. 
The teachers se)°cted were pri­ 
vates or noncommissioned officers who 
held university degrees or who were 
teachers in civil life. 
Race was not 
considered in the choosing of officers. 
It was soon proven that squads and 
platoons composed of different nation­ 
alities received their military instruc­ 
tion as easily as if racial groups had 
been ‘organized for the purpose. 
Only 
English was permitted to be spoken

in the mess halls, military formations 
and general gatherings of tho men. 
Instruction except in the elementary 
classes was given in English. 


Made Good Progress. 


Within three months men who could 
speak little or no English when they 
entered the battalion became suffi­ 
ciently proficient in military English 
to fulfill the ordinary functions 
of 
soldiers both in organization and on 
separate missions. 
In addition prao 
tically all of the recruits proved their 
spirit of Americanism by becoming 
citizens. 


The recruits upon being accepted 
for the new center will be classified 
according to their knowledge of Eng­ 
lish and assigned to battalions accord­ 
ingly. A school of instruction of the 
illiterate and non-English-speaking re­ 
cruits 
is 
being 
established. 
The 
course of instruction will be normally 
four months, or six months in excep­ 
tional cases. The men will be classed 
in groups of 15 to 20 and will be grad­ 
ed according to the progress shown. 


A board of examiners will examine 
the recruits for classification aud pre­ 
pare suitable tests to determine the 
rate of progress especially of slow- 
learning men and the reasons for their 
backwardness. 
When 
the 
recruits 
have developed sufficiently for assign­ 
ment Major Ferris will report them 
to the adjutant general of the army 
for disposition.

recruiting office, lie was quite shocked 
when told he was too lute, the war 
being over. 


Y REASON of its situation, its 
monuments, its antiquity and 
its history, Metz is one of the 
most interesting cities of west­ 
ern Europe. Built on a high hill at the 
Junction of the Moselle and of the 
Seille, Metz, wnen Caesar undertook 
his invasion of Gaul, was already an 
almost impregnable position, on which 
the Mediomatrics, one of the most 
formidable tribes that Caesar under­ 
took to conquer, proceeded to establish 
their capital, which they called Duo- 
3orum 
Mediomatricorum, 
says 
the 
Christian Science Monitor. 


The humble huts of these warriors 
tvere later replaced by gorgeous Ro­ 
man temples and by the palaces of the 
Kings of Austrasia. For in spite of their 
Strength and courage, the Mediomatrics 
were unable to resist the Romans, 
who transformed Duodorum into one 
of 
the most important 
strategical 
points of their empire. 


Great roads crossed the city in dl- 
rerse directions, leading to Reims, 
Toul, Treves, and Strasbourg. In the 
year 451 Attila and his hordes did not 
spare Mettis, as the city was then 
called, and their example was followed 
by the Vandals. During the Merovin­ 
gian dynasty it became the capital of 
the kings of Austrasia; Charlemagne 
granted to the bishops of Metz—for 
the city ever since the third century 
had been the seat of a bishopric—such 
extensive privileges that they soon be­ 
came the real Ards of the town, al­ 
though they humbly professed to be 
the vassals of the emperors. At that 
period Metz was self-governing, being 
ruled by an alderman and a council 
of thirteen, as well as by a great coun­ 
cil of elders. 


Regained Its Independence. 


In the tenth century the German em­ 
perors appropriated Metz, which was 
ruled by Henry the Fowler in 945, but 
the independent old city soon took ad­ 
vantage of the internal dissensions 
raging in the Holy empire to recover 
the prerogatives it enjoyed as a free 
city. 
Henry II of France and his 
troops occupied Metz in 1552 and de­ 
fended it victoriously against Charles 
V, who could not resign himself to the 
loss of so important a 
stronghold. 
Metz was consequently invested by an 
urmy of 75,000 men, and 114 cannon 
fired 14,000 shots on the city, which 
was a record in bombardments at that 
period. After two months of extraor­ 
dinary and untiring efforts, having lost 
a third of his troops, the emperor— 
rather, the duke of Alba who directed 
the siege—was obliged to retire, much 
to the satisfaction of the French, who, 
numbering only G,0()0 men, were com­ 
manded by the Duke Francois de 
Guise. Charles V then ceded Toul and 
Verdun to France, 


The Messins had never sought to 
dissimulate the Jove they felt for 
France; later, the inhabitants of the 
valiant city declared that they would 
never 
take 
up 
arms 
against 
the 
French king, Charles VIII. 
In 1557 
the ambitious cardinal 
of Lorraine 
was obliged to take inferior rank, 
owing to the forced cession which 
granted the king of Franco pretended 
rights to the sovereignty of Metz, And 
although the latter modestly assumed 
the title of protector,*he was, in fact, 
master of the city. 
It was only in 
1858 that Henry VII officially took the 
tile of sovereign lord of Metz. In 1(343 
Louis XIII endowed Metz with a par­ 
liament, and in 1048 the treaty of 
Westphalia 
definitely 
incorporated 
Metz, Toul, and Verdun with France— 
tho new province thus constituted be­ 
ing known as the Three Bishoprics, 
After that period the capital of Lor­ 
raine remained impregnable; vainly 
did Brunswick in 1702 and Blucher in 
1814 strive to render themselves mas­ 
ter of the citadel, 
Had it not been 
for Marshal Buzaine’s infamous capit­ 
ulation which, signed on October 23, 
1870, delivered to the Germans 173,- 
000 men, 6,000 officers and 
three 
marshals, not to speak of 1.003 cannon 
And 53 flags—Metz never would have 
fallen nor have been subjected ior 48 
years to the tyranny and bondage 
Cropi which the allies have at Jast 


accomplished its complete deliverance. 
Has Twenty-Seven Palaces. 


Metz is a fine city, possessing no 
less than 27 “palaces,” a few of which 
are really worth considering. All the 
houses of the Place St, Croix, for in­ 
stance, most of which date from the 
fourteenth and fifteenth centuries, are 
built on the remains of Roman aque­ 
ducts and vaults. The Place St. Louis 
still boasts of many houses which are 
classed as historical monuments, with 
crenelated roofs, and which, *in the 
fifteenth and sixteenth centuries were 
the residences of money-changers. The 
Place de la Comedie, which is encir­ 
cled by the Moselle, is decorated at 
one of its extremities by a fine quin­ 
cunx, while the Place Royale is the 
largest of which Metz can boast. 


The cathedral, originally known as 
the Church of St. Etienne, is a Gothic 
building which was begun in the first 
years of the third century by Thierry 
III, bishop of Metz, and finished in 
154G. The beautiful stained-glass win­ 
dows date from the fourteenth and 
sixteenth centuries; those of the choir 
are the work of an Alsatian artist 
named Valentine Bousch. 
Relics of 
Roman domination are found even in 
the cathedral; the baptismal font is an 
antique, red porphyry bath, while the 
pulpit of St. Clement was carved in 
the summit of a Roman column. 


The cathedral of Metz is one of the 
largest Gothic basilicas in existence; 
the nave was first built in 1332, under 
the direction of Adhemar of Monteil, 
a Frenchman. 
The choir dates from 
1503, but the nave was only closed in 
17G4 by a facade which, it must be 
admitted, though due to the celebrated 
Blondel, spoils the aspect of the edi­ 
fice by its classic outlines. 


Some Interesting Churches. 


Metz 
possesses 
several 
curious 
churches, among which the Church oi 
St. Sigolene, dating from the end oi 
the twelfth century, possesses some 
.particularly fine stained glass, and a 
chapel executed after the design of the 
Sainte Chappelle of Paris. The church 
of the old abbey of St. Vincent, 1248, 
is remarkable for its fine nave sup­ 
ported by 12 pillars, the chapters ol 
which are decorated by small columns. 
The Church of St. Clement, all that re­ 
mains of a Benedictine monastery, was 
constructed in the seventeenth cen­ 
tury; while the oratory of the monas­ 
tery of the Templars, belonging to the 
twelfth century and situated in the 
citadel, also offers real archeological 
interest. 


Metz contains many picturesque re­ 
mains of the past, such as the old for 
tified house dating from the twelfth 
century, with its quadrangular dun­ 
geon, situated In the Rue des Trinl- 
taires. In the Rue Nexirue ^here is a 
charming residence, and in the Rue 
Jurue a curious old door, which, it is 
said, was the gntrance to an oratory 
of the Templars. Rue de la Tete d’Or 
commemorates the famous hostelry oi 
the same name, which has unfortu­ 
nately disappeared. It was in this inn 
that the most brilliant banquets were 
given at Metz during the middle ages, 
when both the nobles and “ruffians” 
amused, themselves with tournaments, 
nautical 
festivals, 
bonfires, 
proces­ 
sions, cavalcades, and representations 
of “mysteries,” renowned throughout 
the whole region. 


The greater part of the remaining 
public buildings to be seen in Metz 
were appropriated during the German 
occupation for military purposes and 
will no doubt continue to be so used, 
now that Lorraine is once more united 
to France. Metz is surrounded by no 
less than 12 fortresses built since 1807, 
and chiefly since 1871. 
The city is, 
moreover, protected by a bastioned 
rampart, built in 1G74 on the plans of 
Vauban and of Carmontaigne, but in 
which two gates, dating from the fif­ 
teenth and sixteenth centuries, have 
been carefully preserved. Seven other 
gates give access to the stanch old 
city, the most curious being the gate of 
the 
Germans, 
b>;iit in 
1445, 
and 
through which the indomitable troops 
of General Mangio recently made their 
entrance.

Nothing Really Remarkable About 


This Tree. 


Considering Its Variety and the Place 
Whence 
It Comes, 
It Could 
Hardly Avoid Having a 
Critninal 
Nature. 


The Boston Globe, in its “Odd Items” 
column, prints an item abo\it a tree 
which absorbed some of a rail fence. 
We have lost the item, so we don’t 
know where this tree was, or Is, but 
it couldn’t have been anywhere near 
Harmony, Me., says the Lewiston Jour­ 
nal. 
If it had, the own^r never would 
have had the nerve to mention it in 
the face of the remarkable perform­ 
ances of a tree that Stood on the land 
of a relative of ours. 


Our relative had been a soldier in 
his youth, and when he bought this 
farm he brought to it a number of 
fchrubs, trees and flowers\ collected 
In his wanderings about the earth. 
This particular tree of which I speak 
was of the Thlevohunnish variety, and 
came from Prussia. 


It grew rapidly after it was set out 
and crowded out all other growing 
stuff for 20 .feet around. In ten years 
it was three feet through, and in 15, 
four feet through at the base. 


The peculiar thing about this tree 
was not its rapid growth, however. 
Let us explain. 
Our relative built a 
barbed-wire fence by this tree and to 
save driving a post nailed It to tho 
tree. 
Well, the ends of the fence be­ 
gan to disappear. Our relative thought 
someone was snipping off the ends of 
the wire for some reason. 
His wife 
was of the opinion that the wire had 
too much wool in It and was shrinking 
tn the dews and rains. 
In any case 
from 10 to 20 feet of the wire wrould 
disappear every night. 


My relative finally gave It up, and in 
about two weeks the wire had disap­ 
peared entirely and, the mystery was 
greater than ever. We simply couldn’t 
trace it. 


Then we began to miss articles left 
near the tree. 
A hired man left a 
scythe in its branches one night. The 
next morning it was gone. 


Some one left a pail near by and 
that disappeared.

About this tim§ my relative noticed 
that there‘seemed'to be an extraneous 
growth of some sort of about six feet 
above the butt of the tree.

The rear section of the ground 
floor is set ofl! for the rows; the front 
part for tlv* horses and their equip­ 
m ent Through the center of the barn 
runs the feed alley, with an overhead 
carrier track that inns to the silo 
chute, 
On either Fide of the barn, 
is the litter alley. Connected with the 
center carrier track is another that 
runs over both alleys, so that the 
manure can easily be taken to the pit 
at one side of the rear of the build­ 
ing 


On either side of the cow stable are 
six stalls, while in the horse barn are 
four stalls and two box stalls. 
The 
latter can be turned into single stalls, 
should the owner desire.

of this building is of concrete, with 
gutters at the rear of the stalls to 
make cleaning easy.

"From the moment an acorn is planted in fertile soil/' said General 
Squier, ^^it becomes a ^detector* and a ^receiver* of electro-magnetic waves, 
and the marvelous properties of this receiver, through agencies at present 
entirely unknown to iis, are such is to vitalize the acorn and to produce 
in time the giant oak.

In Pennsylvania anthracite mines 
43 per cent of the employees are Eng- 
lish-speaking 
and

charged with only 28.8 per cent of the 
fatalities, whereas the other 50 pel 
cent sustained 71 per cent of the fa- 
talities. 
This is a comparative ratio 
of 609 to 1.288 against the non;Englisb 
speaking. 


In Pennsylvania bituminous mines 
the ratio Is 771 to 1,123 and in West 
Virginia district, 790 to 1.424. 
In In- 
diana the ratio is not so great. 


Director Manning of the bureau of 
mines concludes his report with this 
impressive statement:

been maintained throughout the three 
groups, there M'ould have been a sav- 
ing of 710 fatalities and 900 very se- 
rious injuries, a strong argument for 
Americanization and education of the 
miner."

on a buttered sheet. Bake in a mod- 
erate oven.

Oatmeal Cookies. 


Brown two cupfuls of oatmeal In the 
aven until a good brown, then put 
through the meat chopper; cream one 
cupful of shortening with a cupful of 
sugar; add salt to taste, two eggs, a 
teaspoonful each of cinnamon 
and 
soda and seven tablespoonfuls of thick 
aour milk, two cupfuls of flinir. Add a 
few nuts and raisins and drop by tea- 
spoonfuls on a buttered sheet.

in a 
moderate oven.

makes about sixty small cakes. 


Nut Cookies. 


Beat the yolks of two eggs until 
thick, add a cupful of brawn sugar 
gradually, a cupful of nut meats, then 
(he whites of the eggs, beaten stiff, 
and six tablespoonfuls of flour and a 
little salt; mix well and drop from the 
tip of a teaspoon on a buttered sheet. 
Bake in a moderate oven. 


Coconut Cream Cookies. 


Beat two' eggs until light, add a cup- 
lul of sugar gradually, a half cupful oi 
shredded coconut, a cupful of cream 
and three cupfuls of flour, sifted, with 
a teaspoonful of salt and three tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder. 
Chill 
and roll out one-half Inch thick. Shape 
with a small round cutter and bake in 
a moderate oven. 


Sunshine Cookies.' 


Take one cupful of sugar, one-third 
of a cupful of butter or sweet fat, half 
a cupful of sweet milk, two teaspoon- 
fuls of cream of tartar and one tea- 
spoonful of sorda. sifted with two cup- 
fuls of flour. Roll out very thin and 
place on baking sheets; drop on one 
teaspoonful of the filling and cover 
with another cooky. Bake in a mod- 
eiWe oven.

Chop or cut with a scissors one cup- 
ful of raisins; one-half cupful of sugar 
is added, tlie juicii of half a lemon, one- 
half cupful of hot water and the lemon 
rind, grated, if liked.

Dates with raisins 
may be used, or a few stewed prunes, 
dried apples well seasoned, or any 
other stewed drieij fruit that i« rather 
thick.

It is important that we balance our 
moals, but it is not necessary that each 
meal should bo; onch day's dietary 
should contain proteins, fats, carbohy- 
drates in the correct proportion, whiv'h 
is one part of protein to five of carbo- 
hydrates.

Plant protein, such as peas, beans 
and lentils, take the place of meat. 
When the meat allowance is small 
these vegetables should be used free- 
ly, rather than cabbage, turnips and 
beets. 


An oxcess of moat is especially bad, 
as that which is not assimilated clogs 
the system and causes self-poi-soning. 


Brain workers need easily digested 
food; muscle workers

foods better suited to their needs. 
However, all need 
roughage (foods 
that contain cellulose) to give bulk uni 
increase intestinal activity- 


Let us not forget that milk and but- 
ter, yolk of egg and green leaves of 
plants contain a growth determinant 
absolutely essential to the gi'owing 
child, without which he will be stunt- 
ed and handicapped through life. 


Diet should be varied as well as 
mixed, substituting occasionally such 
foods as rice and macaroni for pota- 
toes. 


By 
planning 
meals

days 
ahead it will be much easier to ar- 
range a rightly balanced and varied 
diet.

tically all of the recruits proved their

CITIZENSHIP AS A REWARD 


Major Ferris' Development Battalion 
at Camp Upton Furnishes Basis 
for 
New 
Activity—Splendid 
Results Already Shown. 


Camp Upton, L. I.—The knowledge 
gained during the war in connection 
with the training and instruction of 
Illiterate and non-English speakers is 
to be turned to account in tlie recruit- 
ing of a peace-time army. 


By direction of the war department

first "recruit educational center," for 
which 50 barracks and other 
build- 
ings have been set aside, and it will 
be conducted on the lines followed by 
MnJ. Kalpli Hall Ferris when he made 
such a success of development 
bat- 
talion No. G, which went out of being

was 
signed. 
Major 
Ferris 
is 
retiring 
as 
camp 
morale ofiicer to become commander 
of the center, which is the outgrowtli 
of his own plan. 


Brigadier General Kfcholson, camp 
commander, 
received 
within 
a 
few 
days the order to establish the center, 
and recruiting has begun 
throughout 
tlie eastern and northeastern 
depart- 
ments of the anny. 


Will Be Taught English. 


An illiterate or 
non-English-speak- 
ing recruit who enlists under the new 
plan will be taught to speak English, 
will receive thorough AKjerican train- 
ing from olUcers born here, and will 
in 
addition 
get 
citimmhip 
papers 
when his enlistment 
term 
of 
three 
years has expired. 


Under the draft act 
per cent of 
the men enlisted, or practically one- 
quarter of them, were unable'to road 
a newspaper or write a letter home. 
There were 1,500 such men sent here 
and they were put in Major Ferris' 
development 
battalion. 
His 
method 


of training and educating 
them 
at- 
tracted attention in Washington. 
In 
the notification sent to General Nich- 
olson by Maj. Gen. Henry .Tervey, as- 
sistant chief of staff, he said: 
"Your 
camp 
has 
been 
selected 
not 
only 
because 
it

centrally 
located 
but 
also 
because 
of 
the 
excel- 
lent results in connection 
with 
the 
teaching of English that have been 
obtained in development battalion No. 
6, Camp Upton." 


On August 21, lOlS. the Sixth devel- 
opment xinlt was organized 
and 
uH 
rookies who were illiterate or did not 
speak English, excopt a few who had 
physical defects, were transferred to 
it. 
The teacliers sel'^cted were pri- 
vates or noncommissioned ofiicers who 
held university degrees or who wore 
teacliers in civil life. 
Race was not 
considered in the choosing of oihcers. 
It was soon proven that squads and 
platoons composed of diiTerent nation- 
alities received their military instruc- 
tion as easily as if racial groups had 
been'organized for the purpose.

Cathedral of Metz 


B 


Y REASON of Its situation, its 
monuments, its antiquity 
and 
its history, Metz is one of the 
most interesting cities of west- 
ern Europe. Built on a high hill at the 
Junction of the Moselle and of the 
Scllle, Met;5, wnen Caesar undertook 
his invasion of Gaul, was already an 
almost impregnable po-sition, on which 
the Mediomatrlcs, one of the 
most 
formidable tribes that Caesar imder- 
:ook to conquer, proceeded to establish 
iheir capital, M'hich they called Duo- 
aorum 
Mediomatricorum, 
says 
tho 
Christian Science Monitor. 


The humble huts of these warriors 
ïv^ere later replaced by gorgeous Ro- 
man temples and by the palaces of the 
Kings of Austrasia. For in spite of their 
strength and courage, the Mediomatrlcs 
were unable to resist: the 
Romans, 
who transformed Duodorum into one 
of 
the 
most 
important 
strategi-pal 
points of their empire. 


Great roads crossed the city in di- 
rerse 
directions, 
leading 
to 
Reims, 
Xoul, Treves, and Strasbourg, 
In the 
year 451 Attila and his hordes did not 
Bpare Mettis, as the city was 
then 
called, and their example was followed 
by tho Vandals. 
During the Merovin- 
gian dynasty it became the capital of 
the kings of Austrasia; Charlemagne 
granted to the bishops of Metz—for 
the city ever since tho third century 
had been the seat of a bishoprlc-^sucn 
extensive privileges that they soon be- 
came the real ff)rds of the town, al- 
though they humbly professed to be 
the vassals of the emperors. 
At that 
period Metz was self-governing, being 
ruled by an alderman and u council 
of thirteen, as well as by a great coun- 
cil 
of 
eldens. 


Regained Its Independence, 


' In the tenth century the German em- 
perors appropriated Metz, which was 
ruled by Henry the Fowler in 045, but 
the Independent old city soon took ad- 
vantage of the internal 
dissensions 
raging in the Holy empire to recover 
the prerogatives It enjoyed as a free 
city. 
Henry II of France and 
his 
troops occupied Metz in 1552 and de- 
fended it victoriously against Charles 
V, who could not resign himself to the 
lass of so imporfant a 
stronghold. 
Metz was consequently invested by an 
army of 75,000 men, and 114 cannon 
fired 14,000 shots on the city, which 
was a record in bombardments at that 
period. 
After two months of extraor- 
dinary and untiring efforts, having lost 
a third of his troops, the e m p e r o r - 
rather, the duke of Alba who directed 
the siege—was obliged to retire, much 
to the satisfaction of the French, who, 
numbering only 0,000 men, were com- 
manded 
by 
tho 
Duke 
Francois 
de 
Guise, Charles V then ceded Toul and 
Verdun to France, 


The Messins had never sought to 
dissimulate 
the 
love 
they 
felt 
for 
France; later, the inhabitants of the 
valiant city declared that they would 
never 
take 
up 
arms 
against 
the 
French king, Charles VIII, 
In 1557 
the ambitious cardinal 
of 
Lorraine 
was obliged 
to take inferior 
rank, 
owing 
to the forced 
cession which 
granted the king of Franc? pretended 
rights to the sovereignty of Metz, And 
although the latter modestly a-dsumed 
the title of protector,''lio was, in fact, 
master of the city. 
It was only in 
1858 that Henry VII oflicially took Uie 
tile of sovereign lyrd of Metz, 
In 1043 
Louis XIII enilowed Metz with a par- 
liament, and in J048 the treaty of 
Westphalia 
definitely 
Incorporated 
Metz, Toul. and Verdun with France— 
the new province thus constituted be- 
ing known as the Three Bishoprics, 
After that period the capital of Lor- 
raine 
remained 
impregnable ; vainly 
did Brunswick in 17y;i and Blucher in 
lbl4 strive to render themsejves mas- 
ter of the citadel, 
Had it not been 
for Marslial Bazalne's infamous capit- 
ulation which, signed on October 
1870, delivered to the Germany 173,- 
OuO men, 
0,000 
ofiicers 
and 
three 
marshals, not to speak of 1.003 cannon 
and 53 flags—Metz never would have 
fallen nor have been subjected ior 48 
years 
to the tyranny 
and 
bondage 
iroya wiJich the allies have at 
last 


accomplished its complete deliverance. 


Has Twenty-Seven Palaces. 


Metz is a fine Cliy, possessing no 
less than 27 "palaces," a few of which 
are really Avorth considering. 
All the 
houses of the Place St, Croix, for in- 
stance, most of which date from the 
fourteenth and fifteenth centuries, are 
built on the remains of Roman aque- 
ducts and vaults. 
The Place St. Louis 
still boasts of many houses which are 
classed as historical monuments, with 
crenelated roofs, and \vhlch, 'in the 
fifteenth 
and sixteenth centuries were 
the residences of money-changers. The 
Place de la Comedie, which Is encir- 
cled by the Moselle, is decorated at 
one of its extremities by a fine quin- 
cunx, while the Place Royale is the 
largest of which Metz can boast. 


The cathedral, originally known as 
the Church of St. Etienne, is a Gothic 
building which was begun in the first 
years of the third century by Thierry 
III, bishop "of Metz, and 
finished 
in 
1546. The beautiful stalned-glas-s win- 
dows date from the fourteenth and 
sixteenth centuries; those of the choir 
are the w^ork of an Alsatian 
artist 
named Valentine Bousch. 
Relics of 
Roman domination are found even in 
the cathedral; the baptismal font is an 
antique, red porphyry bath, while the 
pulpit of St, Clement was carved in 
the summit of a Roman column. 


The cathedral of Metz is one of the 
largest Gothic basilicas in existence; 
the nave was first built in 1332, under 
the direction of Adhemar of Monteil, 
a Frenchman, 
The choir dates from 
1503, but the nave was only closed in 
1704 by a facade which, it must be 
admitted, though due to the celebrated 
Blondel, spoils the aspect of the edi- 
fice by its classic outlines. 


Some interesting Churches. 


Metz 
possesses 
several 
curious 
churches, among which the Church oi 
St. Sigolene, dating from the end oi 
tho twelfth century, possesses some 
particularly fine stained glass, and a 
chapel executed after (he design of the 
Sainte Chappelle of Paris, The church 
of the old abbey of St. Vincent, 1248, 
is remarkable for its fine nave sup- 
ported by 12 pillars, the chapters ol 
which are decorated by small columns. 
The Church of St, Clement, all that re- 
mains of a Benedictine monastery, was 
constructed in the seventeenth 
cen- 
tury; while the oratory of the monas- 
tery of the Templars, belonging to the 
twelfth century and situated in tlie 
citadel, also offers real archeological 
intei'est. 


Metz contains many picturesque re- 
mains of the past, such as the old f o r 
tified house dating from the twelfth 
century, with Its quadrangular dun- 
geon, situated in the Rue des Trini- 
taircs. In the RUG Nexirue ^here Is a 
charming residence, and in the Rue 
Jurue a curious old door, which, it is 
said, was the ^ntrance to an oratory 
of the Templars. 
Rue de la Tete d'Or 
commemorates the famous hostelry of 
the same name, which has unfortu- 
nately disappeared. It was in this inn 
that the most brilliant banquets were 
given at Metz during the middle ages, 
when both the nobles and "rufiiaii's" 
amused, themselves with tournaments, 
nautical 
festivals, 
bonfires, 
i)roces- 
slons, cavalcades, and representations 
of "mysteries," renowned 
throughout 
tlie whole region. 


The greater part of the remaining 
public buildings to be seen in Metz 
were appropriated during the German 
occupation for military purposes and 
\vill no doubt continue to be so used, 
now that Lorraine is once more united 
to France. 
Metz Is surrounded by no 
less than 12 fortresses built since 1807, 
and chiefly since 1S71. 
The city is, 
moreover, protected 
by a 
bastioned 
rampart, built in 1074 on the planvs of 
Vauban and of Carmontalgne, but in 
which two gates, dating from the fif- 
teenth and sixteenth centuries, have 
been carefully prefeerved. Seven other 
gates give access to the stanch old 
city, the most curious being the gate of 
the 
Germans, 
bv;ilt 
in 
1445, 
and 
through which the indomitable troops 
of General Mangio recently made their 
eiitrancef

An old barn throngh which tho wind 
siwoops in tho wintor tinio and whii^h 
is so constructed that the fanner can- 
not do the work of oaring for his 
livestock in the easiest way is a costly 
bniUling thes^^ days. 
The prices of 
dairy products and the feed that i"3 
required to make tho animals produce 
a maximum amount of milk make it 
necessary that the cows bo kept in 
a warm, weather-tight barn which is 


at the center of the room. This draws 
out the foul air and keeps the ani- 
mals healthy. 
From this description 
it will be seen that tho stable floor 
has been arranged so that the work 
of caring for the nnimnls may bV done 
without a great expenditure of eiTort» 


The mow floor is unobstructed, the 
building 
being 
so 
constructed 
that 
there aiv no posts required to support 
the roof. 
Tlie mow doors are hung 
on tracks and slide down and out of 
the way, while in the ridge is n track 
for tho hay carrier. 


The barn is of f»nmo construction. 
?iet on a concrete foundation, which 
makes it not expensive to build, but 
will give excellent vsntisfaction. 


Fresh feed is also a requisite for 
animals in the whiter time. 
Here ia 
shown a silo in connection with the 
barn. 
Feed now is costly and by cut- 
ting up the fodder and preserving it 
in the silo there is a supply of fresh 
feed right at the barn, where it will 
supplement the bay and grain. 


Kept 
in a barn like tliis, 
where 
they can got fresh air, and be dry 
and warm, the farm animals will be 
nuii^i nnn-e profitable than in an old. 
di'afty barn. 
The feod that is civen 
!»i the winter will go tt»ward ftit aiul 
milk, 
rather 
than

to 
keep the cows and hor*ieit warm. 


When considering the erection of a 
barn, it is advisable to eonsuU a local 
architect.

The rear section of the ground 
floor is set ofl! for the rows; the front 
part for the horses antl their equip- 
ment,

runs the feed alley, with an overhead 
carrier track that 
runs to the

chute.

is the Utter alley. 
Connected with the 
center carrier track is another that
